Elite Seed Verified For Purity Every 
Four Years 

The rules and regulations of the 
Canadian Seed Growers Association 
make it necessary for growers of 
Elite stock seed to have their seed 
stocks verified for purity every four 
years, or more frequently if necessary 
Bach spring the secretary of the as 
ociation gathers in the seed stocks 
of the various growers who have Elite 
seed, and half-of each sample is given 
& number and submitted to the Cereal 
Division, Central Experimental Farm 
Ottawa for a growing test 

At the Central Farm, these cam 
ples are sown in five rod-row plots 
which provide on the average 1,200 
to 1,500 plants for testing. As soon 
as the plants are six to eight inches 
high, the assistant in charge of the 
particular crop involved, wheat, oats 
or barley, as the case may be, in- 
epects the plots and notes characters 
in the plot which may be abnofmal 
Then, at 
week intervals until harvest 
and particularly just after 
heading, close watch is kept on the 
plots and any “off-type" or suepicious 
heads are tagged with small iabela 
These so-cated 


one 


“off-type” may not 
really be off type, but, from experi- 
ence, it has been found that sus- 
picious heads are often the start of 
a break-up in the strain. Then, at 
harvest time, any heads marked 


earlier in the searon are pulled and 
put away for close, critical examina- 
tion In the laboratory. The centre 
row of each plot is pulled and the 
heads kept for reference, sttould any 
question with regard to the plot 
arise : 
The marked heads are then critic- 
ally examined and a detailed report 


| submitted on each test to the execu- 


tive of the association. As a further 
test, not only of the grower’s seed 
stock, but also of the one responsible 
for verifying the reed, the seed from 
the suspicious, marked heads is sown 
and a check made on the resulting 
progeny. This test is very, interest- 
ing in that suspicions are frequently 
justified, and one finds that a diversity 
of types result from this test. 

The Cereal Division is glad to re- 
port that, during the past few years, 


| due to these frequent tests, there are 


very few off-type heads found, com- 
pared to the conditions pertaining 
when this verification test was first 
originated, about 1924.+ The quality 
and purity of most stocks is above 
reproach, and it is only in the odd 
ease where by accident some im- 
purity has crept in or where natural 
crossing produces irregularities.—J.

Already To Be $3,750,000 

The Port Said correspondent of the 

London Times has contributed some 

figures throwing light on an obscure 


campaign. Up to the first of Octo-| 
ber approximately 200,000 Ttalian | 
soldiers, officials and civilians had 
passed southward through the Suez 
Canal, some in such large ships as 
the Saturnia, others in 1,000-ton 
steamships taken from the Italian 
coasting trade. Large ocean going 
ships, eich as the Saturnia or the 
Lombardia, can carry 4,500 soldiers 
on each trip; on each passage 


through the canal such a liner would | 
have to pay $45,000 in canal charges, 
while the cost to a smaller vessel 
might run as high as $15,000. On 
the basis of the number of men who 
went through the canal in eight 
months the Port Said correspondent | 
the Italian Govern- 
ment has paid something like $3,- 
750,000 to the canal company in this | 
period.
